COUNCIL SURVIVES RECESSION WITH INCREASED BALANCES 


LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil has come through the 
recession with its finances 
in a strong position. 

In a report on a budget¬ 
ing strategy for the finan¬ 
cial year 2011-2012, town 
clerk Mike Lewis reveals

that in the council’s pub¬ 
lished accounts for the 
past three years expendi¬ 
ture has risen by only 2.6 
per cent whilst income has 
gone up 24 per cent. 
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House of Flowers 

Hand tieds, baskets, plants, 
balloons, chocolates 
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As a result of prudent 
housekeeper and the max¬ 
imisation of income, the 
council’s balances at the 
start of the current finan¬ 
cial year were up 38.5 per 
cent higher than three 
years ago. 

These figures should go 
a long way to convincing 
Lyme Regis council tax¬ 
payers that the town’s fi¬ 
nances are in a very robust 
position. 

Further positive news 
for residents is the view of 
the town clerk that it 


would be “politically ex¬ 
pedient” that there should 
be a nil increase in the 
local precept next year (the 
amount of money levied to 
run the council that helps 
to make up the overall 
council tax). 

No complacency 

Mr Lewis stresses in his 
report that the council’s 
“binding commitment” to 
the regeneration of the Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters will 
take precedence during the 
greater portion of this fi¬ 
nancial year and for the 
first quarter of the next. 

“There will certainly be 
other small and medium 
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sized capital projects but 
nothing of this magnitude 
for the foreseeable future,” 
he said. 

Mr Lewis makes it clear 
that the council cannot af¬ 
ford to be complacent and 
the policy of maximising 
revenue through its com¬ 
mercial assets will be kept 
under review to “under¬ 
write the standard of serv¬ 
ices provided for residents 
and visitors”. 

With certain quarters of 
the local economy under 
pressure, the council came 
in for strong criticism 
when they implemented a 
heavy increase in rents for 
their seafront rents. 

The town clerk is 
clearly aware of the bal¬ 
ance which has to be 
achieved in maximising 
council assets and not fix¬ 
ing prohibitive rents when 
he writes: “There is a 
judgement to be made, at 
times with the benefit of 
professional advice, as to 
the timing of increases in

LYME'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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JAMES Ward-Rice, 38, moved to Bridport in 
June to take up his post as an area youth 
worker for Dorset County Council. 

James began his youth work in Hastings, 
working on a substance misuse project, before 
spending 10 years working for Nottingham 
City Youth Service, where he was once Service 
Manager. 

James was attracted to Dorset after holiday¬ 
ing in the county, where he fell in love with the 
walks around Golden Cap and North Chideock. 

James now lives in Bridport with his wife 
Susan and their two dogs Eddie and Mac. 


■ WHAT were your first impressions of the town 
when you arrived? 

Clean, sunny, fresh air and lots of things to do. A bustling 
market, good food and people who looked happy. 

■ HOW does working for the youth service in Brid¬ 
port differ to Nottingham? 

There are more similarities than there are differences. I 
think that young people’s needs are consistent across the 
country at the moment. There are a lot of stresses and 
strains for young people growing up, more now than 
there certainly have been in previous years, and I think 
life is far more complex. There is a lot of pressure to 
grow up very quickly, to have a job and to do well at 
school, to get a mortgage. One major difference I find in 
Bridport is the gap between the wage and being able to 
buy your first house. The gap is massive, if not pretty 
much non-achievable. It’s a major issue for the south¬ 
west if they don’t want young people moving away. 

■ ARE there a lot of options for young people in the 
area? 

Bridport is very blessed in terms of options for young 
people to volunteer, be creative, or to take part in sport. 
However not all of those things will eventually pay the 
way. There are a lot of beautiful things here but they may 
not be essentially what young people need at that time. 

■ WHY did you choose to work with young people 
rather than adults? 

It just so happened that there was an option to do street 
work, which was focused around young people. I really 
enjoyed the street work and the work with young people, 
it had a really good energy about it. It didn’t seem like a 
job at the time, it was too good to be true. To be paid for 
something you enjoy doing. 

■ What is the best part of your job? 



It’s a cliche, but working with young people. Getting to 
know the things they find important and giving them a 
voice in the centre. One thing we have been trying to do 
over the past couple of months is getting young people 
more involved in the centre so that they have a voice, they 
are starting to run the coffee bar and cafe for example. 

■ WHAT plans have you got ahead? 

I’d like to build on some of the good work that Arthur 
Woodgate has put in place. I think the best way of doing 
that is to get the doors open in the centre slightly more, 
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in terms of the evening youth work, and also to develop 
the building so it’s a more comfortable, safe, warm wel¬ 
coming environment. I want to put on some of things that 
young people want to do at the moment. So far people 
have told us they are really interested in games and maybe 
a potential cinema here. A projector screen to play 
playstation competitions. I’d like to get better use of the 
sports hall as well, we need to do some fundraising for 
better sports equipment so that we can introduce things 
like short tennis as well as football and basketball. 

■ IS there anything you did back in Nottingham 
that you'd like to introduce here? 

We used to have health drop-ins and we would get health 
professionals to come in and talk to young people about 
health issues in their lives. That could range from diet, 
nutrition and just generally keeping fit to smoking, sub¬ 
stance misuse and sex and relationship education as well. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listed to? 

The last CD was Carl Craig, the sound of music, the 
record label for that is 69. I’m currently reading a Paul 
Theroux book called The Old Patagonian Express, He 
catches the morning commuter train down to South 
America. He catches everybody’s morning train, so that 
he can see people going to work, it’s a very interesting 
read. The last film was The Hurt Locker, I enjoyed it ac¬ 
tually, sombre but very well put together. 

■ WHAT'S the best place you've visited and where 
would you still like to go? 

I liked the South Pacific, the islands there like the Cook 
Islands, Tahiti, Fiji are really beautiful. The place I’d still 
like to visit is Tibet. It would be a totally different land¬ 
scape and culture and I’m really interested in that.

PALMERS Brewery, owners of the 
Three Cups in Lyme Regis are ada- 
ment that the Grade Two listed build¬ 
ing in Broad Street will not reopen 
as an hotel. 

In a letter to John Dover, chairman 
of the Save The Three Cups As A 
Hotel Group, Palmers chairman and 
managing director John Palmer re¬ 
emphasised that two independent re¬ 
ports have confirmed that it would 
not be viable for the Three Cups to 
become an hotel again. 

Mr Dover wrote to Mr Palmer 
inviting him to the group’s next pub¬ 
lic meeting to be held at the Wood- 
mead Halls on Friday, October 22nd 
(starting at 7pm). 

Mr Dover said the ojectives of the 
evening were to review the progress 
made since the last public meeting in 
October 2009, to look forward to the 
next steps to be achieved in the light 
of Palmers’ recent public consulta¬ 
tion day and to ensure that the people 
of Lyme were fully informed. 

Mr Dover invited Mr Palmer to ad-

dress the meeting. Mr Palmer replied 
that he thought his preseence would 
be “a distraction from the main tasks 
in hand”. 

Mr Palmer has written to Mr Dover 
stating: “Palmers clearly set out its 
views and plans at the consultation 
day and these were well summarised 
in the local Press. We are continuing 
our meetings with councillors, plan¬ 
ners and other relevant bodies and 
will be holding a second consultation 
day in a few months.” 

Mr Palmer went on to “correct” a 
statement made by Mr Dover in the 
press that “the two reports (into the 
viability of coverting the building 
back into an hotel) did not prove that 
returning the Three Cups to its for¬ 
mer glory is not viable. 

Said Mr Palmer: “This is simply 
not true. Both reports concluded un- 
amibuously that it would be unviable 
to reopen the building as an hotel, 


having considered several conver¬ 
sion options. 

“The initial report was conducted 
by hotel specialists TRI Consulting 
who reviewed the issues independ¬ 
ently in the light of their wide knowl¬ 
edge of the hotel sector. 

“The TRI report was scrutinised 
for West Dorset District Council by 
Goadsby’s who agreed with its main 
conclusions. 

“Palmers, therefore, have no option 
but to look for alternative uses for 
the building and the site that benefit 
Lyme Regis. Any development will 
require a substantial, long-term in¬ 
vestment. As a long established and 
respected company, Palmers wish to 
work with local people to provide 
the most viable and sustainable fu¬ 
ture for the site. 

“Sadly, that cannot be an hotel, but 
we are aware of Lyme’s need for 
more short-stay accommodation and 
our proposal to include letting rooms 
on site met with an enthusiastic re¬ 
sponse at the consultation day.” 


Council finances in good shape

rents and charges according to local and 
national factors in order not to damage 
this vital income stream.” 

Mr Lewis also refers to the potential to 
“generate substantially more revenue 
from several prime areas”, including the 
Monmouth Beach and Marine Parade; the 
first depending on the outcome of discus¬ 
sions with West Dorset District Council 
regarding the expiry in March 2012 of the 
lease of the 240 space combined parking 
areas; similarly the ongoing review of 
charges and rents for chalets, caravan and 
beach hut owners. 

Additional revenue will also come 
through the commercial exploitation of 
the publicly maintained seafront which 
will be regulated through the Tripartite 
Agreement with WDDC and Dorset 
County Council which should be signed 
this autumn. In other words, those 
seafront traders who put tables and chairs 
out on the Marine Parade will be expected 
to pay for them, as happens at The Cobb. 

Dealing with specifics, Mr Lewis makes 
reference to the letting of the commercial 


units planed for the new-look shelters 
which will fund the £500,000 loan from 
West Dorset District Council. 

He acknowledges the risk of not finding 
tenants in the current economic climate 
but points out that one formal business 
proposition has been received and a sec¬ 
ond expression of interest from a national 
organisation. 

Mr Lewis says the council, through its 
prudence is still able to support local or¬ 
ganisations via the grant process as well 
as responding to exceptional requests. 

He said it should be possible for the 
council to make a major contribution of 
£50,000 to the project to purchase and 
renovate the young people’s club in 
Church Street as well as an annual grant 
of £10,000 a year towards running costs. 

The town clerk also identified other 
areas where the council should consider 
giving support, including: 

♦ Extending the service agreement with 
the Lyme Community Arts Trust whereby 
the Marine Theatre will receive £32,000 
for a further two years 

♦ To redirect £70,000 set aside for new 


toilets in the Lister Gardens to the Ware 
Cliff priority project 

♦ To budget £10,000 towards the role of 
the Lyme Area Partnership co-ordinator 
on a three-year contract 

♦ To budget for improvements to the 
mini-golf in Lister Gardens 

♦ To budget for major, possibly phased, 


improvements to the stabilisation and ac¬ 
cess at Ware Cliff 

♦ To continue to contribute to a fund to 
replace the Marine Parade railings. 

Mr Lewis’strategy report was adopted at 
the council’s Strategy and Policy Commit¬ 
tee September meeting for preparation of 
the 2011/2012 detailed budget.

Dirty toilets: only one complaint 


DESPITE the furore over the state of the town 
council-run toilets on the Marine Parade, only 
one official complaint was received, Lyme 
Regis councillors have been told. 

The state of the toilets was raised at a meeting 
of the Operational Management Sub-Commit¬ 
tee by Councillor Sally Holman. She said the 
issue had been raised at the recent PACT meet¬ 
ing but she was surprised to learn that only one 
complaint had been made. 

Councillor Holman was instrumental in get¬ 
ting the district council toilets at the Cobb 
closed for emergency cleaning during the sum-

A RTSFEST 2010 
came to a close on 
Sunday after nine 
days of creativity from 
across the arts at venues all 
over Lyme Regis, enhanc¬ 
ing the town’s reputation 
for innovative, inspira¬ 
tional work and attractions 
which were well attended. 

Visitor numbers to the 
exhibitions were slightly 
down, but quality art has 
been the focus. Sales at the 
Baptist Church Hall reflect 
this trend with a surprising 
18 per cent increase over 


2009. The Town Mill 
proved a popular starting 
point for those exploring 
the trail or following a par¬ 
ticular artist, while top 
sellers at the Baptist 
Church Hall was Libby 
Washington and Hilary 
Buckley, who started 
painting only recently, sell¬ 
ing four of their works. 

Trends are always unpre¬ 
dictable, though favourites 
Brian Matravers and 
Michael Stride each sold 
several large originals. 
Businesses participating 


and earning commissions 
included Castle Wines and 
Acorn, though one un¬ 
named proprietor asked 
for a donation to be made 
to Devon Air Ambulance 


instead. Phil Clayton had a 
young patron who spent 
her pocket money on a 
print after participating in 
the Big Draw at the Cobb 
Aquarium, and Chelsea 
Davine will need to work 
hard to replenish her paint¬ 
ings in time for an exhibi¬ 
tion at the Russel Gallery 
in London in January. 

Workshops proving pop¬ 
ular were Gina Youens’ 
calligraphy and Ann Pen- 
gelly’s stained glass, with 
Christine Allison’s “Sun¬ 
rise Sketching and Sizzling 
Breakfast” at By The Bay 
creating quite a stir both 
there and on BBC Radio 2. 

Writer Anthea Simmons, 
whose interviews have 
been featured in View from 
Lyme Regis since July, 
used some of the poems 
from her “Paint the Land¬ 
scape with Words” work¬ 


shop when she performed 
a poetry slot at the Marine 
Theatre for LymeLit 
Night, together with a 
piece from Jane Austen. 

LymeLit opened with a 
soliloquy by Diana Dixon, 
written and performed by 
her to an enrapt audience.

organ builder Anton Skrabl 
who has a deep, resonating 
bass voice.

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Slovenian choir delights church audience

THE relationship between 
Lyme Regis and the 
Slovenian community of 
Rogaska Slatina, 1,100 
miles apart, was further 
strengthened on Saturday 
with an appearance of the 
Smarje pri Jelsah male 
voice choir at St Michael’s 
Parish Church. 

The choir, under the mu¬ 
sical directorship of Franci 
Plohl, was formed nine 


years ago and is made up 
of members of the Sloven¬ 
ian chamber of commerce 
in Rogaska Slatina, all 
with a passion for singing. 

One of the leading 
voices in the choir belongs 
to Anton Skrabl, better 
known to the people of 
Lyme Regis as the man 


whose company made the 
magnificent £350,000 new 
organ that sits majestically 
in the Hassard Gallery in 
the parish church. 

Saturday evening’s con¬ 
cert, attended by about 
160 music lovers, was 
held in aid of the Lyme 
Regis Organ Appeal. 


It was the first time the 
choir had visited the 
United Kingdom and they 
made the most of their 
short stay in Lyme Regis, 
visiting Perry’s Cider Farm 
at Dowlish Lake, where 
they gave an unscheduled 
performance in the coffee 
shop, much to the delight 
of the other customers. 

On a stroll around Lyme 
Regis on Saturday after¬ 
noon the Slovenians also 
burst into song in an im¬ 
promptu interlude around 
the Town Clock at Cobb 
Gate. 

Musical journey 

The concert was pro¬ 
moted as part of the Lyme 
Regis ArtsFest whose di¬ 
rector Sally Holman got a 
round of applause for wel¬ 
coming the choir in the 
Slovenian language. 

The programme took the 
audience on a musical 
journey through Slovenia 
with the choir’s repertoire 
including renaissance and 
baroque to more contem¬ 
porary works, embracing 
music from the folk tradi¬ 
tions of southern and east¬ 
ern Europe. 

Anton Skrabl, who has a 
fine baratone voice, was 
featured as a soloist in a 
number of the songs and 


got a warm round of ap¬ 
plause when introduced to 
the audience by compere 
Andrew Nicholson, chair¬ 
man of the organ appeal, 
who did a splendid job 
with the pronunciation and 
interpretation of the musi¬ 


cal items. With Anton 
Skrabl back in Lyme, it 
was appropriate that the 
audience and choir should 
hear the much admired 
new organ and church or¬ 
ganist Alex Davies obliged 
by playing a Mendelssohn 


sonata, which was well re¬ 
ceived. 

After several encores, 
the choir was thanked by 
organ appeal patron Min¬ 
nie Churchill, Deputy 
Lieutenant of Dorset, who 
expressed the hope that 


they would return again. 

The Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Mich- 
aela Ellis, presented the 
choir with a Lyme Regis 
Crest and a Richard Austin 
print as a momento of then- 
visit to the town.

L YME Regis will 
have a youth 
club worthy of 
its young citizens. 

I’d almost given up 
hope of writing that 
sentence. Just a few 
months ago it seemed 
there was no prospect 
of peace breaking out 
between the trustees 
of the former young 
people’s club and 
those who wanted to 
reopen the Church 
Street premises. 

As reported in last 


week’s View, Lyme 
Regis Development 
Trust, thanks to a dona¬ 
tion of £60,000 from 
Dorset County Council 
has now acquired the 
building, closed for sev¬ 


eral years because it 
was deemed unfit for 
purpose. 

There are those, un¬ 
derstandably, still smar¬ 
ting over the fact that 
the trustees did not 


hand over the club to the 
town, especially as half 
the money for its origi¬ 
nal purchase came from 
local fundraising. 

The trustees will argue 
that they have a re- 


sponsbility to the own¬ 
ers of the property, the 
National Association of 
Young People’s Clubs, 
and that the money they 
have acquired from the 
sale will stay in the town 
and be used to make 
grants to worthy youth 
causes. 

Now the property is 
back in community 
hands, the emphasis will 
turn to making the 
building safe and then 
carrying out the neces¬ 
sary improvements to 


reopen the club. Origi¬ 
nal estimates put this 
work at £270,000, a big 
sum to raise in these 
austere days, but with 
voluntary help this sum 
may reduce drastically. 

Dorset County Council 
has come in for a lot of 
stick over the years for 
the meagre sums they 
have put into youth pro¬ 
vision in Lyme Regis, 
much less than in other 
West Dorset towns. 

But with the Woodroffe 
School now crucially in¬

■ A HUGELY beneficial by-product of the new 
Skrabl organ at St Michael's Parish Church has 
been the boost it has given to the musical life of 
Lyme Regis. 

Since its installation last December, a number of 
brilliant concerts have been staged at the parish 
church as fundrasiers, bringing some of the top 
names in the organ world to Lyme Regis. 

None have been more enjoyable, even to a musical 
philistine like myself, than Saturday evening's con¬ 
cert by the Slovenian male voice choir with the al¬ 
most impossible pronunciation, Smarje pri Jelsah. 

The common denominator, of course, is Anton 
Skrabl, one of the principal soloists with the 22- 
strong choir and the man whose company built and 
installed the magnificent new organ in the parish 


church, recognised as THE best organ in the diocese 
and I daresay one of the best church organs in the 
country. 

The choir is made up of businessmen in the town 
on Regaska Slatini, near to which Anton Skrabl's fac¬ 
tory is based. Clearly, they all have a passion for the 
music of their native country, evidenced by the num¬ 
ber of voluntary encores at Saturday's concert. 

I saw the choir arrive at the church on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon as they carried crates of Slovenian wine into 
St Michael's, necessary, we were told later by com¬ 
pere Andrew Nicholson, for lubrication! 

Earlier in the day, they visited Perry's Cider Farm at 
Dowlish Wake where they felt obliged to taste the 
local brew. 

Such libation certainly left them in good voice with 


the audience captivated by the musical tour of 
Slovenia they were given later in the day. The fact 
that we did not understand the words made no dif¬ 
ference. 

What came over strongly to me was the sheer en¬ 
joyment of the singers and the obvious pride in their 
musical heritage. 

Having written a book, "From Slovenia with love..." 
on the story behind the organ, I'm a big admirer of 
the organ appeal committeee, led so enthusiastically 
by Andrew Nicholson. There's still a little way to go 
before they finish paying for the organ. Not only are 
events like Saturday's concert helping them get to 
their final target but they are also providing Lyme 
Regis will quality entertainment which would never 
have happened had it not been for the Skrabl organ.

volved in the future of 
the club, they have 
come up trumps with 
the £60,000 asking 
price. New youth 
leader. James Ward- 
Rice, whom I met last 
week, is looking for¬ 
ward to working with 
the town’s youngsters 
to create a provision 
which will be serve the 
town for many years. 

He is not underesti¬ 
mating the challenge of

I 
recently had a look 
around the former 
church hall and it was 


clear that much of the 
damage inside had 
been caused by water 
caused by poor mainte¬ 
nance over the years. 

Some will say that the 
trustees should have 
exercised their duty of 
care more effectively 
over the years but lack 
of funds was clearly an 
issue here. 

With last week’s 
heavy downpours, I un¬ 
derstand that immedi¬ 
ate repairs have to be 
carried out by the de¬ 
velopment trust to pre¬ 
vent further costly 
damage. 

In last week’s front 
page story I wrote that 
the acquisition of the 
club premises was 
“good news” for the 
youth of Lyme. 

That’s how we should 
look at this from now 
on, putting aside the 
anger and frustration 
that has surrounded 
this issue over the past 
12 months. 

At long last, a new 
youth club for Lyme is 
very much a reality. 
About time to, you may 
say. But a little pa¬ 
tience may still be re¬ 
quired.

Museum trust keen to 
proceed with new wing 


THE trust which runs the award winning museum in 
Lyme Regis is anxious to proceed with plans to build a 
major extension to their existing building. 

They believe that the addition of a new wing, to be 
named after Lyme’s most famoous fossiler, Mary Anning, 
is essential to “do justice to the wonderful scientific and 
artistic heritage of Lyme Regis” and to welcome more 
visitors in comfort. 

In making a case for the extension, the trust points out 
that many extraordinary fossils continue to be found in 
the Lyme Regis area but there is no museum in a prime 
coastal location ion the Jurassic Coast for their exhibition 
and interpretation.

They also believe that the artistic and literary heritage 
of Lyme demands a gallery with the space to mount sig¬ 
nificant new exhibitions include the loan of exhibits from 
major UK and international galleries. 

To accommodate the extension it would be necessary 
to build over the car parking area adjacent to the museum 
which is currently used by councillors and this is likely 
to be a sticking point. It is suggested that alternative park¬ 
ing could be provided on Theatre Square outside the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre. 

Museum officials, including curator Mary Godwin, re¬ 
cently met with councillors to discuss their plans. 

Mrs Godwin explained that the trust was anxious to 
move ahead with the proposal subject to confirmation 
from the town council that the necessary car park land 
would be made available under lease as had been previ¬ 
ously discussed, 

Councillors were of a view that the plans should re re¬ 
examined together with the draft lease that was produced 
at earlier discussions and the council to consider, during 
the next cycle of meetings, whether any future plans or 
requirements would be fettered by releasing land to the 
trust.

Philpot, a relative of the Philpot sisters who had worked 
with Mary Anning. The architect was George Vialls, who 
also designed the Guildhall next door. 


Belmont to be restored 
and opened to the public 


THE Landmark Trust, a national building preservation 
charity, has unveiled its plans for the restoration of the 
18th-century house Belmont in Lyme Regis. 

Belmont was the seaside villa of Eleanor Coade, the 
18th-century inventor of an artificial cast stone known as 
Coade Stone, and later the home of author John Lowles 
from 1968 until his death in 2005. 

The charity has applied to West Dorset Council for 
Listed Building Consent for its plans for the house, which 
it seeks to return to its 18th-century villa form. In the 
1880s, two large rear wings were added to the house by a 
local doctor, Dr Richard Bangay. 

Sadly, these became dilapidated and were largely re¬ 
moved in the 1960s. Landmark has commissioned exten¬ 
sive research on Belmont by a team of experts including 
archaeology, paint analysis, structural analysis and docu¬ 
mentary research. On the basis of this research, the Land¬ 
mark Trust has concluded that the remnants of these later 
extensions so compromise the exceptional interest of Mrs 
Coade’s original 18th-century seaside villa that their re¬ 
moval is justified. 

“Belmont was once a beautiful house with important 
historical associations but its structure has become con¬ 
fused and compromised’, said Peter Pearce, Director of 
the Landmark Trust. 

“If permission is granted, Landmark’s scheme would 
recover its former beauty and significance by restoring it 
to its original form, as well as enabling public access to 
the house and its gardens, and providing a place to learn 
about Mrs Coade and John Lowles, as well as other past 
residents. 

The Landmark Trust acquired the house in 2007 in ac¬ 
cordance with John Lowles’ wishes that the site be pro¬ 
tected from commercial development and be available to 
everyone to enjoy. 

Since 2007, Landmark has carried out a detailed archae¬ 
ological analysis of the building to establish its develop¬ 
ment over the past 250 years, the results of which have 
informed plans for the building’s restoration. Once re¬ 
stored the building will be available for self-catering hol¬ 
idays for eight people, so assuring an income for its future 
maintenance. Working with the Lyme Regis Museum, 
the charity also plans to open a museum room in the for¬ 
mer coach house which will be devoted to the house’s 
past inhabitants. 

The Landmark Trust has more than 40 years experience 
of conserving and restoring buildings like Belmont. Each 
of the 190 historic buildings in its portfolio has been re¬ 
stored and made available for holidays so that there is an

income to fund its continuing maintenance. 

In addition to the restoration and long term protection 
of an important building Landmark’s involvement brings 
various benefits to Lyme Regis. If its application is suc¬ 
cessful, Landmark would create the museum room and 
open up views across the site from the Cobb Road and 
the Cobb itself. 

John Lowles’ former garden would be cared for and re¬ 
main a haven for the flora and fauna so loved by the au¬ 
thor. The observatory tower, a familiar element on the 
Lyme Regis skyline, which was built by Dr Bangay, a 
keen amateur astronomer, would also be preserved as 
part of the scheme. The house would be opened to the 
general public on regular days through the year. 

If successful in its application, Landmark will need to 
raise approximately £2 million to fund the restoration be¬ 
fore work can start to this important piece of Lyme 
Regis’ heritage. 

The Landmark Trust is interested in receiving re¬ 
sponses to its plans from local residents. A talk by Land¬ 
mark’s Historian Caroline Stanford is planned in the near 
future to describe the historical research undertaken on 
the building and to explain the rationale behind the pro¬ 
posals. Details will be posted on Landmark’s website 
soon, where further information can also be viewed, in¬ 
cluding an artist’s impressions of the restored house. See 
www.landmarktrust.org.uk.

LYME Regis Museum has put together a busy 
and interesting programme of events to celebrate 
the life and achievements of the town’s most fa¬ 
mous fossil hunter, Mary Anning. 

The Mary Anning Weekend will be held on 
Saturday, October 23rd and Sunday, October 
24th and includes no fewer than 12 different 
events and activities. 

The highlight of the weekend will be an ap¬ 
pearance by Sir David Attenborough, a museum 
patron, on the Saturday.

Hiring a contractor that 
seemed capable on first impression, only to have the make a mess 
of your beautiful home through lack of skill! 

Ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of references and 
photo’s of their work. Any good contractor will be happy to show 
you these. If they’re not, it’s probably best to look elsewhere. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and complexity of 
the job and on the materials used. Always consider written quotes 


(never verbal) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most pro¬ 
fessionals will produce a quote within 2 or 3 days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered trade member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered in a national 
trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be specific, if the 
worker is hurt, and the roofing contractor does not have insurance, 
then the home owner is liable. Ask to have current certification 
sent to you. Do not accept the roofing contractor at their word. 
They may carry health, life and car insurance. Bland assurances 
of health coverage may refer to these. (Does your roofer’s 
insurance cover him if he is not qualified?) 

3. What is the company’s workman ship warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are for longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not really as 
important as customer referrals. Most workmanship errors will be 
found within the first year, probably the first good storm. The 


reason this question is important is 

most roofing contractors will warranty 

the workmanship, and the manufacturer 

will warranty the product as long as it is in- 

stalled correctly. Make sure you understand 

warranties. 1

method statements for each job by a qualified site su¬ 
pervisor?

£750 for parking bays 


COUNCILLORS in Lyme 
Regis have accepted their 
valuer’s advice and de¬ 
cided to charge £750 per 
annum for parking bays 
outside Cliff Cottage in 
Lister Gardens. 

Members of the town 
council’s Operational 
Management Sub-Com¬ 
mittee were told that there 
was no comparative evi¬ 
dence to indicate the mar¬ 
ket value of the reserved 
bays. 

Councillor Stan Will¬ 
iams reminded councillors 
that the average revenue 
per annum for a space in 
the council-run Cabanya 
car park on Monmouth 
beach was £1,141 and he 
wondered why they were 
asking below this figure. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, pointed out 
that Cabanya was a public 
car park whereas the Cliff 
Cottage bays were on land 
away from the Cobb. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
pointed out that they used 
a professional valuer who 
searched for evidence for 
an increase. Public parking 
was not considered to be 
comparable evidence. 

Councillor Williams said 
he had provided evidence 
to the valuer.

Mr Lewis pointed out 
that West Dorset District 
Council charged £770 per 
annum for spaces at the 
Cobb and this figure in¬ 
cluded VAT. 

“We are asking for the 
market rent as there is no 
evidence to support an in¬ 
crease if it was chal¬ 
lenged,” he said. “We 
would be made to look 
very silly if we had no ev¬ 
idence.” 

Councillor Sally Holman 
said the bays were adver¬ 
tised but there was no re¬ 
sponse so it was also 
important to look at what 
people were prepared to 
pay. 

Councillor Williams pro¬ 
posed that the rents be in¬ 
creased to £1,000 per 
annum but he did not get a 
seconder. 

The sub-committee 
agreed to fix the rents at 
£750 per annum with 
Councillor Williams and 
Councillor Ken Hitchcock 
the only two voting 
against. 

♦ COUNCILLIORS 
were told that a trial 
scheme whereby motorist 


can pay their parking fees 
at the Woodmead Halls via 
their mobile phone was 
working well. 

Since August 26th over 
£700 worth of transactions 
had taken place and it was 
agreed to renew the con¬ 
tract after the trial con¬ 
cluded on November 1st. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
commented: “We are very 
pleased with the result so 
far.” 

Councillor Stan Will¬ 
iams said their enforce¬ 
ment officer would have to 
be “on the ball” to ensure 
all parkers paid. 

Deputy town clerk 
Simon Ratcliff said there 
was no evidence of an in¬ 
crease in people not pay¬ 
ing. 

The council paid a 
monthly fee for a hand¬ 
held device whch provided 
details of those using the 
service.

Plan for allotments on private land 


ALOCAL farmer is investigating 
the possibility of making his land 
available for those looking for al¬ 
lotments in Lyme Regis.

Members of the cast and crew wept openly as a cancer-stricken Jack passed away, 
after Vera had appeared to him in a moving dream sequence.

MADE MEN TO SKY? | Mad Men fans might have to pay to see the next instalment 
in the lifes of Joan, Don and Betty, after BSkyB is reportedly trying to outbid the BBC 
for the show. 

The fourth series of the hit US show, which stars January Jones and John Hamm 
and follows the New York advertising high fliers of the 1960s, is currently airing on 
free-to-air digital channel BBC4. 

The Guardian has reported that the BBC are in negotiations with US distributor Li- 
onsgate for series five and six, but Sky have allegedly put in a bid which is 25 per 
cent higher than the BBC paid for the last deal. 

The paper claims that, while negotiations have not been closed, the BBC will not 
attempt to top Sky's offer and the satellite company is set to seal the deal. 

Sky has previously outbid free-to-air broadcasters for shows that have become hits, 
such as 24 and Lost. 

BBC director general, Mark Thompson, argued during a lecture at the Media- 
Guardian Edinburgh International Festival in August that as Sky becomes a "domi¬ 
nant force" in British television it should spend more money investing in British 
dramas, rather than buying US shows. 

A BBC spokesman said: "We're in negotiations for the continuing broadcast of Mad 
Men but nothing has been confirmed." 

A Sky spokesman said: "Sky will always endeavour to bring the best content to our 
customers, but we do not comment on shows that we don't hold the rights to." 




Guitar legend Preston Reed 
comes to the Marine Theatre 


YOU may experience a strange sensation when you watch 
Preston Reed live for the first time. It starts with a sharp in¬ 
take of breath. Seconds later, your jaw swings on its hinges, 
your eyes become dinner plates and your brain fizzes as it 
computes the musical madness being relayed by your ears. 
You feel light-headed, because you haven't breathed for 
two minutes. Don't be alarmed.These are all perfectly nor¬ 
mal reactions to witnessing the guitar visionary of the 21 st 
century. 

Preston Reed is a one-man revolution. The 53-year-old 
New Yorker tweaks the nose of musical convention, pokes 
the eye of accepted wisdom, and burns the rulebook of the 
past. His unique style is impossible, unfathomable, unthink¬ 
able, as with blurred hands he taps, tickles, slaps and 
soothes his instrument, fusing polyrhythmic percussion 
with emotive melody to create a sonic landscape. Each 
piece is a symphonic tidal wave, yet Reed only needs one 
acoustic and ten fingers to send it crashing onto audiences 
across the planet. 

Starting with 1979's Acoustic Guitar, a volley of thrilling al¬ 
bums spread Reed's reputation, and by 1988 he had signed 
a major deal with MCA with the help of his friend, country 
singer Lyle Lovett. But behind closed doors, the guitarist 
was frustrated. Though spellbinding by any standards, his 
playing had reached a plateau; his muse held in a strangle¬ 
hold by the physical limitations of the instrument. Then the 
thunderbolt struck. Reed wiped his technique clean, 
stepped into the void and made his first attempt at the 
two-handed fretboard attack that would change his trajec¬ 
tory forever. Creatively and commercially, things would 
never be the same again. 

But Preston Reed doesn't deal in nostalgia. Twenty years 
after he changed the face of the acoustic guitar, this trail- 
blazer still tours and records with a passion that flows into 
the hearts, heads and feet of his audiences, and continues 
to push his musicianship to a place where other guitarists 
fear to tread. Nobody knows where Preston Reed's journey 
will take him next - not even the man himself. The one 
thing we know for sure is that it'll be one hell of a ride.

British Car Auctions (BCA) suggests some afford¬ 
able future classics you can buy today: 

"If you want a car that has a good chance of 
gaining classic status in the years ahead - plus the 
premium values that go hand in hand with that - 
then there are some interesting options available 
to used car buyers", explained Tim Naylor, PR Man¬ 
ager, BCA. 

"Second guessing future trends is never an exact 
science - after all who would have thought the 
1980s would get fashionable again? Certainly in 
the collectors car market, beauty really is in the 
eye of the beholder. Rarity does not necessarily 
make for desirability, nor does an exclusive and 
limited model run and high'list price'necessarily 
mean a car will be worth more in years to come." 

Two-seater sports cars are always a good bet for 
future classic status, according to BCA. The Mazda 
MX5 're-introduced'the traditional 2-seat Sports 
Roadster to the mainstream and early examples 
are now relatively cheap to buy. Alternatively, the 
Honda S2000, which is fairly limited in terms of 
supply, could well hold its value in the years 
ahead if bought sensibly and well-maintained. 
The fact that there is an already active collectors 
club is also a good sign. 

The even scarcer Lotus Elise would also be a 
stronger contender as a future classic and even 
early models hold their value well. Although not 
having the same cachet as the Lotus marque, the 
otherwise similar Vauxhall VX220 is significantly 
less expensive for a car of comparable age, 
mileage and condition.

So far this year, 
the company has introduced its new range of Ford Eco- 
Boost turbo-charged direct injection petrol engines as 
well as significantly improved and new versions of its 
powerful yet fuel-efficient DuratorqTDCi diesel engines 
across its line up. 

Also new are the Ford ECOnetic Technologies collection 
of features designed to help customers equip their car 
with technical equipment specifically aimed at greener 
and more fuel efficient motoring. Features such as Ford 
Eco Mode and Smart Regenerative Charging have been 
introduced widely in the Ford range, and these com¬ 
bined with the new Ford KaTDCi and dedicated Mondeo 
ECOnetic models ensure that Ford of Europe is on track 
to surpass its goal of a 30 percent reduction in C02 emis¬ 
sions from its new vehicles by 2020, relative to a 2006 
model year baseline. 

New Ford Mondeo ECOnetic: 115g C02 and standard 
Ford Auto-Start-Stop 

The new Ford Mondeo ECOnetic model will be the most 
frugal Mondeo to date, and will go on sale from the first 
quarter of 2011. 

The new Mondeo ECOnetic features a specially calibrated 
115 PS (85 kW) version of the 1.6-litre Ford DuratorqTDCi 
engine equipped with a standard diesel particulate filter 
and coupled to a Ford Durashift 6-speed manual trans¬ 
mission with a longer final drive of 1:3.69 (compared to 
1:4.06 for the standard Mondeo) and purposefully 
matched ratios across all gears. 

Key to the new Mondeo ECOnetic's performance is the 
standard Ford Auto-Start-Stop system which can reduce 


fuel consumption and C02 emissions by up to five per 
cent in mixed driving conditions. In an urban environ¬ 
ment and in heavy traffic with frequent stops the savings 
could increase to as much as 10 per cent. 

Ford Auto-Start-Stop features an enhanced and very 
durable starter motor to support the increased number 
of engine starts and a stronger pinion-engagement 
mechanism with reduced noise levels.

It maintains the energy supply to electrical components 
like the entertainment systems during the re-starting 
phase of the engine. In addition a Battery Monitoring 


System (BMS)continuously monitors the Battery status 
and communicates with the Ford Auto-Start-Stop sys¬ 
tem, so the system will leave the engine running in the 
event that the battery does not have a sufficient level of 
charge.

Ford is now equipping both available engines options for 
the Ka with Ford Auto-Start-Stop system as standard 
from November 2010. Both engines will also meet the 
Euro V emission levels. 

This change improves the nominal fuel economy and 
C02 emissions by 3 per cent for both engines. The 1.2 litre 
Ford Duratec petrol engine delivers a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 4.9 1/100km (57.6 mpg)* and average 115 
g/km C02, while the 1.3-litreTDCi diesel engine achieves 
an impressive fuel consumption of 4.1 1/100km (68.8 
mpg)* and C02 emissions of only 109 g/km.

Gower's double sees Dorchester home 


DORCHESTER 34 TROWBRIDGE 25 

CONDITIONS were ideal for running 
rugby at Dorchester for the visit of the
